His courage and presence of mind in 
time of danger helped save 12.r> men, 
women ami children and earned him 
the commendation of his commander 
and shipmates when Ralph Karl I'tx, 
Kngineman First Clans, I'nited States 
Navy, grandson of John 
Utz, Mum* 
masburg street, went to the assistance s 
of the 
crew of a motor 
sailer filled, 
with civilian visitors, when the back­ 
firing motor set the boat on fire. 
Mr. l !tz who is attached to the U . 
S. S. Mississippi 
in Pacific waters 
was returning to his ship from shore 
liberty in the motor saylor which was 
ferrying a party of 125 men, women 
ami children visitors out to the man- 
of-war. A short time after they got 
under 
way 
the 
motor 
backfired 
through the carburetor and set oil and 
waste gasoline afire under the deck­ 
ing, the flames shooting up around the 
clutch. 
The civilians became panic­ 
stricken but Mr. Utz went to the as­ 
sistance of the crew with other blue­ 
jackets in the boat, cleared the engine 
compartment of passengers ami calm­ 
ed the excited women and prevented 
them from jumping *©verboard 
while 
the boat’s crew 
was trying to check 
the spread of the flames. 
The coxswain in the meantime had 
headed the boat back 
for the dock. 
When it reached there the passengers 
were landed unhurt. 
The flames had 
not been extinguished and an attempt 
was madv to do so with other fire ex­ 
tinguishers secured on shore until the 
patrol officer ordered I ’tx ami the rest 
of the crew out of the boat and it was 
towed away and set adrift 
A fire boat picked it up soon after 
and succeeded in putting out the fire. 
The hull and machinery of the motor 
sailer were badly damaged, 
Ralph Ut* arid the boat’s crew 
were highly commended by the captain 
of the 
Mississippi. 
He said, 
“Ut* 
you deserve a great deal of credit for 
the part you took in handling a dan­ 
gerous situation 
and saving a lot of 
people. 
I am happy to cdmmand such 
men as you.” 
In an official connuendatory letter 
addressed 
to his comma ml 
the Cap­ 
tain wrote, "The Commanding Officer 
wishes to express 
his commendation 
and that of their shipmates to Ralph 
E . Utz, D. J. Escott, A. J . Danrich. 
O. S. Hadden, C. Rawlings and F. A. 
Dorcy for their good judgement and 
quick 
work in handling a dangerous 
situation in a 
very seamanlike man­ 
ner. 
It is snappy work like this that 
reflects credit not only on the 
men 
themselves, but on the ship ami the 
service.” 


Belief that a tragedy involving the 
loss of two lives instead of one was 
narrowly 
averted 
near 
Biglerville, 
followed a close examination by offi­ 
cials 
Thursday 
night 
of the letter 
which Donald Keller, Adams county 
youth, wrote before committing sui­ 
cide early Thursday morning. 
Although none of the officials de­ 
sired 
to he quoted 
on the result of 
their examination of the letter they 
were practically certain that the ori­ 
ginal words in one part of the letter 
were "I shot her to make them suf­ 
fer.” In one oart of the letter, it will 
he remembered, young Keller wrote 
"the only way to get this burden off 
my heart was to nut myself out of the 
road and to burn the barn.” 
The 
words "and burn the b am ”, as was 
previously 
explained, 
were inserted 
above a crossed out sentence. 
This 
crossed out sentence was scrutinized 
very closely Thursday night with the 
subsequent announcement that it was 
believed to read "I shot her to make 
them suffer.” Owing to the fact that 
the letter w'as written noorly in pen­ 
cil it w'as exceedingly difficult to read. 
If this internretion is correct it 
w'as the intention of the youth to a t­ 
tempt to take the life of Miss Rosie 
Kime. Failing t<? get the opportunity 
or 
else changing his 
mind he then 
probably decided to burn the barn. 
Further proof that Keller contem­ 
plated such a deed was furnished by 
the letter he wrote lo the Kune fam­ 
ily early in the week threatening to 
repeat the Hanover tragedy and by 
his remark to 
Trooper Snyder 
in 
Bendersville Wednesday night when 
he said: 
“I read all about that affair in 
Hanover. 
I’ve got a shot gun too.”

BARNES IN LEAD
